Might Or Right? 

"The question of moral, prestige rather than military 
might is a prime consideration in deciding Canada's 
policy concerning the adoption of nuclear arms." 
This was one of the pointa ma- 1 give power", he added. Tîie ques 



de bj the winning FacuUy of 
iMcdJcine in an intcr-faculty de- 
bate on the topic "Resolved that 
the adoption of nuclear arms is 
hcncricial ,to Canada" between 
the Meds and Engineering. 

Representing Engineer Ing, 
who supported the affirmative, 
were Phil Soifcr and Toby Ghil- 
sig, while the Medical represen- 
tative. Tony Redington and Nor- 
man White, upheld tlie negative. 

First speaker for the affirma- 
tive, Phil Soifer, stated his view 
that Canada could be increased 
to the status of a major Western 
power if she possessed nuclear 
arms. The balance of power in 
the world, which rests largely on 
the possession of nuclear wea- 
pons, would then bo tipped in 
Canada's favour and she would 
then be in a more influential po- 
sition to bargain for total inter- 
national disarmament, he said. 
"Wars are started by aggressive 
nations sure of their superiority 
in arms", 

.Sdifcr concluded his opening 
talk by pointing out that as far 
as the factors of economic capa- 
cities and availability of natural 
resources is concerned, the pro- 
duction of nuclear arms is defini- 
tely feasible in Canada. 

IRRELEVANT 

In the ' first: negative spech, 
Tony Redington' agreed that Ca- 
nada has the power to make nu- 
clear arms but asserted that this 
was not', at all . relevant- to the 
issue being debated. 

Nuclear power Is not the 
method Russia will employ to 
gain power, Redington claimed. 
He argued that power is determ- 
ined by economic -and moral fac- 
tors. "Nuclear weapons do not 
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: Beer - drinking, elevator- 
stuffing and now it's bed- 
pushing. Students of the 
University of Western OntA- 
no claim the record for/ the 
feat as they pushed a hospital 
bed IDS' miles through bittei: 
cold from Windsor to London 
Ontai'io. 

Haltliiig aub-zcro temperatures 
and the Ontario Provincial Poli- 
ce, the Western stalwarts took 
only 11 hours and 10 minutes to 
complete the journey. Matters 
were compliciited when the poli- 
ce forced them to travel on the 
unpaved- road shoulder for the 
finil thirty miles. The gendarmes 
claimed that pushing oh. the road 
would necessitate a licence of st>- 
sjne sort .and since no ofiicbl re- 
cognition can -be given for high- 
way travel of a bed, arrest of the 
illegal drivers -would be certain.

Achievements Of 
Plastic Surgery 
Stressed In Talk 

The achievements of plastic sur- 
gery in helping people with exter- 
nal deformities become happy, 
well-adjusted citizens was one ot 
the Uicmes of a speech given by 
Dr. Martin Entin to the Pre-Me- 
dical Society yesterday." 

Dr. Entin, Assistant Surgeon at 
Royal Victoria Hospital and Chief 
Consultant in Plastic Surgery at 
the Shriners' Hôpital, spoke on 
"Adventures In Reconstruction'\ 

He began by explaining that h» 
considered his profession a chal- 
lenge, in which every case is an 
adventure. 

BEFORE AND AFTER . 

Many before-and-after slides of 
nlastic surgery cases were shown, 
Intersaersed with "tranquilisers" 
— slides of placid subjects such as 
autumn landscapes. The. patients, 
suffered from Iniuries. such, as 
bums, or congenital deformities, 
such as a hare-lip. Cases of trans- 
plantins; bones and joints wers 
also shown. 

Dr. Entin stated that a person 
can be unhappy and poorly-adjus- 
ted to society as a result -df a 
minor deformity such as a nUss^ 
hapen nose. Ah operation in plas^ 
tic surgery can be instrumental in 
making these people well-iidjusted . 
and happy, he added.
